The City Council met in regular session in the regular mooting place in the Oity

Hall on Thursday, July 21, 1936, at 101̂ 5 A. M. Roll call showed the following members

present: Oounoilmon Alford, Gillis, Bartholomew, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf} absent

none.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

IAr, John Butler appeared again to discuss the purohaao of sand and gravel from

the City, to be obtained from the Zilker Tract of 1*0 acres located on the north bank of

the Colorado River adjacent to the Butler Brick Yard. The City Manager reported that

he did not think it advisable for the City to sell sand and gravel for at least 60daye

on account of the shortage of this material within a reasonable hauling distance, and

that the City would probably need all of the sand and gravel they could get. The Council

requested the City Manager to make a further study of this matter and report at the next

Council meeting*
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Gounoilman Wolf offered the following resolution for adoption:
